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Senate Approves Plan 
For Student Observers

FACULTY-STUDENT Rela- 
tions received mother boost lest 
Friday ae the University Senate 
approved a resolution allowing 
■Indent observers at its meet- 
lnts. 

Passed by a vote of 14-6, the 
motion reads "that the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee 
of the University Senate, subject 
to specific Instructions by the 
Executive Committee or by the 
Senate, Is authorised to invite 
the president of the Student Coun- 
cil and the editor of the Hatchet, 
and other persons with respect 
to whom It may from time to 
time seem appropriate and ad- 
vantageous, to attend meetings 
of the Senate when matters of 


The Chairman also pointed out 
the significance of the resolu- 
tion’s preamble, which reads In 
part: "In particular, the Uni- 

versity Senate has confidence it 
can rely on responsible conduct 
and good Judgment on the part of 
officers of the Student Council 
and members of the editorial 
staff of the Hatchet.* 

Established In 1661, the Uni- 
versity Senate Is composed of 
24 faculty members elected by 
their various schools, aa well 
as the president of the Uni ver- 


ms Jot concern to these persons 
are under discussion. 

•The Invitation does not con- 
fer any of the privileges, other 
than attendance, of membership 
In the University Senate.* 
Friday's resolution represents 
the second formal action taken 
by the Senate this fall to streng- 
then relations between faculty and 
students. 

The first move, approved by the 
Senate and the Faculty Assem- 
bly last month, expanded the Sen- 
ate's Committee on Faculty-Stu- 
dent Relations to Include three 
voting student members. 

One of the first actions of this 
enlarged committee was to for- 
mulate a plan for student ob- 
servers at Senate meetings— 
a question which was defeated 
by the Senate one year ago. 

Submitted to the Senate’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee two weeks 
ago, the subcommittee’s motion 
recommended only that the presi- 
dent of the Student Council be 
permitted to attend meetings of 
the Senate. 

In the unexpected action which 
followed, the Executive Commit- 
tee rejected the proposed resoju- 
'• tlon and drew up the substitute 
motion which was approved last 
Friday. 

Dr. Reuben Wood, professor of 
chemistry and chairman of the 
of the Executive Committee, 
commented that by Inviting stu- 
dent observers the Senate hop- 
ed to promote ‘good and Informa- 
tive* relations among all mem- 
bers of the University, and to 
Insure responsible and accu- 
rate reporting of faculty actions.

Dean of Men Provides Help 


Commenting on the backlog of 
processing st GW which Is hold- 
ing up the rest of the procedure. 
Acting Dean of Students Paul V. 
Blssell said, "Administratively, 
nobody was ready for the huge 
number of students who were 
eligible for this program. 

•We were expecting about 600 
such students here on campus,* 
he continued, ‘and we now have 
more than 2 , 100 .' 

In addition to this original 
underestimation, no provision 
was made during registration for 
identifying the students who would 
be operating under this program, 
nor did all the students recog- 
nize their qualification when 
they registered. 

Dein Blssell pointed out that 
at the time the blU besme ef- 
fective In June, colleges had Ut- 
ile or no machinery ready to ac- 
commodate the registration of 
these students. *We have never 
recovered from this lack of ma- 
chinery,* he explained. 

in an effort to alleviate the 
problems caused by the delay, 
Dean Blssell said that arrange- 
ments have been made to provide 
financial assistance to students 
In a few "hardship* esses as 
they await the VA checks. 

For others, who planned to 
apply the checks toward tuition. 


the cashier’s office has deferred 
tuition payments for fsU semes- 
ter until January. 

But other veterans had paid 
their tuition and were depending 
upon the checks to meet living 
expenses. 

Daniel Strelsky, s veteran tak- 
ing courses st GW, who dis- 
covered that the office had mis- 
placed his file, thus delaying pro- 
cessing, had to take out s loan, 
as have others, to supplement 
the money he earns from his job. 

At this point, Strelsky finds, 
•there’s not much we can do but 
wait* 

According to the office of the 
dean of students, his wait should 
not be longer than tomorrow, 
the goal of the office for com- 
pletion of the paperwork involved. 

•The local VA office has helped 
us very much by taping end send- 
ing the completed files to the 
Chicago office every morning,* 
Dean Blssell added. ‘We’re run- 
ning full speed to get things 
straightened out by Christmas.* 


The University receives no 
money for processing these 
forms, each of which takes about 
30 minutes, and several extra 
personnel have been hired to deal 
with the problem. 

•We get about 100 Inquiries a 
day,* Dean Blssell sold, *snd a 
lot of the problems could be 
avoided If the students would 
simply read the Instructions.* 

To facilitate the process next 
semester, s special card will be 
placed In thereglstrstlonpsckets 
for veterans, who will complete 
their registration directly st the 
office of veterans affairs at Bldg. 
Q. 

The Veteran’s Readjustment 
Act of 1966, the so-called «cold 
war bill,* states that anyone who 
was In the service for more than 
180 days, and was discharged 
after 1968 is entitled to $100 per 
month If, he Is a single, full- 
time student; $128 If s married, 
fulltime student; sod $160 If a 
married fulltime student with t 
child.

The name William Smith could 
mean anybody or nobody, but he 
happens to be Executive Assist- 
ant to University president El- 
liott — the President's right-hand 
man. 


we had then,’ he said, "and they’re 
better students.* He la particu- 
larly Increased with student In- 
terest In social service. 'When 
I was a student, there nas no such 
thing as SERVE and nobody— but 
nobody- -tutored at theD.C. JalL* 


Smith left GW with a degree in 
business administration in 1952 
to supervise production in a paper 
box manufacturing company In 
Monroe, Mich. He returned to GW 
In 1956 to work for his master’s 
degree. At that time, he became 
director, of Personnel Services 
for the University, and In 1962 
was appointed assistant to the 
dean of faculties under Admiral 
Oswald Colclough. 


When Smith served as vice- 
president of the Student Council 
In 1951, one of his primary goals 
was to generate Interest In stu- 
dent government. *The only so- 
lution at the time was to organize 
school councils. This has been 
going on tor 15 years, and for 
about 14 of them, a change has 
been overthie. The system Is 
extremely cumbersome, and I 
hope It doesn't perpetuate Itself 
for a sixteenth or seventeenth 
year.* 

Smith feels that "campus feel- 
ing will develop strongly In the 
near future.* The University now 
owns 70 per cent of a 40-acre 
area and can now concentrate on 
building. 


"The University has had to go to 
great expense to acquire land and 
tear down old buUdli«s,* Smith 
stated. "There la no urban re- 
newal project tor us to work with, 
which la unusual for a large Insti- 
tution, and wb do not receive aid 
from any church or the federal 
government.’ 


The need for more classroom 
space and a new library Is great, 
and Smith describes the newstu- 
dent Center as a "vitally needed 
facility, one look At the Student 
Union will show you that.* 


Smith Is particularly sensitive 
to student needs and feelings be- 
cause he is still a student him- 
self. His master's degree In

‘ Pony League 9 Defended 


WE VIEWED WITH GREAT DISMAY the publi- 
cation in a national magazine last week of an 
article berating the “low status” of the univer- 
sities in the nation’s capital. 

The article was one of a series of recently 
published accounts which include GW in the group 
of so-called ‘pony league” institutions. 

Actually, we came out much ahead of our 
neighbprs. For true to the pattern of the pre- 
vious articles, it notably excepted GW from many 
or most of the characteristics of a third-rate 
school. 

But the very inclusion of GW in the general 
classification is both unjustified and unjustifiable. 

From the careful selection of details used by the 
news media to support their preconceived notions, 
it is obvious that the press has not taken the time 
recently to give GW an unprejudiced look. 

Were they to do so, they would find a growing 
University, with a dynamic administration, an 
excellent and interested faculty, an increasingly 
improving and cohesive student body; with academic 
standards already high and going higher; with a Where are Opinions ? 
vital increase in facilities under way; with a well- 
developed and still-developing interest in the 
welfare of its staff and students; and with an 
impressive list of alumni and friends. 

Instead, GW has been made to seem the ‘best of 
the worst” in education. We prefer to think of 
GW as one of the more improving of the better. 

We recognize the weaknesses in this University, 
but have yet to see one area where correction 
processes are not presently underway. 

It is a tragic mistake to underrate this Uni- 
versity. It is even more tragic for national publi- 
cations to abandon the basic ethic of fidelity to 
objective truth. 

The one truly redeeming compalrson of univer- 
sities that has come out of this entire episode is 
the reaotlon of GW’s personnel. At one of the 
other schools included in the article, 200 students 
held a demonstration to encourage the University 
to ‘regain its past glory.” 

At GW we are able to say firmly that the article 
was unfair. That comparison, in itself, refutes 
the slander that has been heaped on this school 
for the past few months. 

The University’s Senate 

ANOTHER HOPE ACHIEVED REALITY last Fri- 
day as the University Senate approved a plan to 
allow student observers at its meetings. 

The implications of the Senate’s action are 
significant and numerous. The fact that an almost 
identical resolution was rejected at this same 
time last year emphasizes the persevering effort 
on the part of the Executive Committee, as well 
as the Student Council, which resulted in the pro- 
posal’s final acceptance Friday. 

Moreover, following closely as it does the un- 
precedented naming of three voting student mem- 
bers to a Senate committee, the recent action be- 
comes even more indicative of the changing at- 
titudes which have justified the Senate’s name 
‘University.” 

We are grateful to the Senate, and especially 
to its chairman, Dr. Reuben Wood, for their 
work in strengthening faculty-student relations. 

It is now the students’ turn to act — and to prove 
themselvhs worthy of the faculty’s confidence.

Press Club Talk 
Features Israeli 
Embassy Official 


DAN PATTIR, press and Infor- 
mation counselor of the Israeli 
embassy^ discussed the special 
characteristics and problems of 
his country’s press at the meet- 
ing of the University Press Club 
last Tuesday. 

pattir stated that the Israeli 
press, which Is made up of 14 
national newspapers and 340 pe- 
riodicals for a population of 2.5 
million people, Is very politically 
Inclined. 

However, he continued , the gov- 
ernment has since 1948 maintain- 
ed a censorship on news of all 
military affairs, and the govern- 
ment and the press cooperate In 
enforcing tills censorship. 

Another problem of Israeli 
newspapers, Pattir said, is the 
challenge which they face in 
adapting the old Hebrew language 
to modern press usage. He added 
that the papers and periodicals, 
75 per cent of which are written 
In Hebrew, are especially useful 
In helping Immigrants learn the 
language.

Despite Its newspapery appear- 
ance, -underground,* makes lit- 
tle or no pretense of being a 
newspaper. It Is basically a col- 
lection of editorials (although a 
news slant Is sometimes used) 
and art. 

Thomas De Baggio, editor- 
publisher, has described -under- 
ground* as -one of the more 
serious efforts of the New Jour- 
nalism.* But there Is very little 
about this publication which is 
actually new. De Baggio’s Jour- 
nalistic rebellion seems to lack 
a malevolent suppressing force 
against which to rebel, so at 
times the substance appears to 
be, "Watch us rebel.’ 

"underground,* however, 
seems to be rather legitimate; It 
Is not designed to give the "osten- 
sible hippies" a blble. 

The chief obstacle to the publi- 
cation’s success will probablybe, 
as with most publications of this 
nature, that It has been designed 
and created for a small audience, 
and, therefore, gives vent to many 
generally unpopular viewpoints. 

De Baggio complains that this 
\ controverslality has stopped 
many distribution points from 
carrying the paper. He condemns 
the establishments Involved and 
thinly hints of an oppressive con- 
spiracy against "underground.* 

This publication Is one of the 
more professional looking "news- 
papers* of Its type in this area. 


On the whole, the publication Is 
similar to the familiar "Fact" 
magazine. It Is Iconoclastic In 
the extreme. At some points Its 
probing balances dangerously on 
the border of good taste, and yet 
a sufficiently liberal audience 
(toward which "underground* Is 
obviously oriented) may be able 
to overlook this. 

The fifth issue of "under- 
ground* Is now out and It Is fairly 
easy to see steady technical Im- 
provement with time. There Is 
a progressive approach to the 
smut art department, which stays 
prudently (and exceedingly cau- 
tious) within the legitimate ex- 
pressive bounds of art. Much of 
It Is enjoyable; much of it is 
terrible, 

"underground* has fallen short 
of Its attempt to capture the 
audience by sole virtue to auda- 
ciousness. Although it Is cer- 
tainly not suited to a conserva- 
tive audience, there are suffi- 
cient saving graces tto make the 
publication worth reading at least 
once, If only to see If It strikes 
your fancy.

education. 

American Studies were estab- 
lished at Mantz by Professor 
Galinsky in 1952. The University 
now offers American language, 
literature, history, geography and 
sociology, and Includes sizeable 
American resident community 
locally known as "Little Texas." 

In organizing American stu- 
dies at Mantz, Professor Ga- 
linsky was able to benefit from 
three previous programs initiated 
at German universities, which he 
felt bad lost contact with the 
student body. 

"I had the choice between this 
pattern or a new one,* said Gal- 
insky, who chose to establish a 
new pattern. "Hie key to our 
success was a most human one,* 
he explained, "willingness to co- 
operate. My collegagues were 
willing because they had seen the 
U.S., having studied here through 
Fulbrlght grants and other 
means." 

Professor Galinsky’s new pat- 
tern was designed to overcome 
what he calls an "implied sound 
barrier* in the study of a foreign 
language and civilization. 

In his approach, tbs growth of 
English was linked to the history 
of American settlement. "From 
the lata 1100’s to the first half 
of die 1800’s, many Germans 
came to the U.S.," he stated.
